rights and political status enjoyed by Jews in any 


other country"

On 4 July 1967, the General Assembly adopted a Pakistani draft on the situation in Jerusalem. The Resolution was adopted by a vote of 99 in favour, 
none against, 20 abstentions and 3 absent. 

The General Assembly 

Deeply concerned at the situation prevailing in Jerusalem as a result of the measures taken by Israel to change the status of the City, 

1. Considers that these measures are invalid; 

2. Calls upon Israel to rescind all measures already taken and to desist forthwith from taking action which would alter the status of Jerusalem; 


3. Requests the Secretary-General to report to the General Assembly and the Security Council on the situation and on the implementation of the 
present resolution not later than one week from its adoption.

Israel's Settlements Have No Legal Validity, Constitute Flagrant Violation of 
International Law, Security Council Reaffirms 





14 Delegations in Favour of Resolution 2334 (2016) as United States Abstains 


The Security Council reaffirmed this afternoon that Israel's establishment of settlements in Palestinian territory occupied since 1967, 
including East Jerusalem, had no legal validity, constituting a flagrant violation under international law and a major obstacle to the vision 
of two States living side-by-side in peace and security, within internationally recognized borders. 


Adopting resolution 2334 (2016) by 14 votes, with the United States abstaining, the Council reiterated its demand that Israel immediately 
and completely cease all settlement activities in the occupied Palestinian territory, including East Jerusalem. It underlined that it would 
not recognize any changes to the 4 June 1967 lines, including with regard to Jerusalem, other than those agreed by the two sides 
through negotiations.
